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Jews March In Night 
To Build New Colony 
As Soldiers Thwarted

JERUSALEM — Fourteen Arab 


rebels were reported killed when 
Jewish settlers and British troops 
joined in repulsing an attack on the 
colony of Kfar Sirkin, near Petach- 
Tikvah. 

Meanwhile Jews, defying govern- 
ment disapproval, continued to 
push colonization activities in the 
dangerous Beisan Valley. Jewish 
pioneer “shock troops,” moving 
with the greatest secrecy, estab- 
lished a new establishment north- 
east of Beisan, making the tenth 
such colony founded in the valley 
during the past three years and the 
twelfth in Palestine since issuance 
of the White Paper. 

British troops dispatched to pre- 
vent establishment of the colony 
arrived too late. Settlement was 
effected without the usual advance 
preparations, such as trail cutting, 
bridge building and erection of a 
watch tower. No flashlights were 
used and hammers were muffled. 
Amazed Arab neighbors saw the 
colony only at dawn, the sun hav- 
ing set the night before upon a 
wilderness. The colony occupies a 
hilltop site on Jewish National 
Fund land and commands a good 
view of the neighboring region.

Whether its name means “Old New” 
and dates back to an alteration of the synagogue by Samuel Miz- 
rachi, between the years 1142 and 1171, or whether it means “On 
Condition” and is derived from the Hebrew, is a question that is 
still undecided.

Czech Jews Meet In Cellars For Services: 
Old Synagogue Closed, Guarded Against Fire

LONDON—Trustworthy Prague 
sources reported this week that 
scenes reminiscent of the Spanish 
Inquisition were being enacted al- 
most daily in the Nazi “protector- 
ate.” On Friday nights and the 
Sabbath hundreds of Jews, fearing 
to attend their synagogues because 
of constant threats of arson and 
bombings, congregate in secret cel- 
lars for the Sabbath services. 


The worshippers arrive singly or 
in couples in order not to arouse 
attention. This. precaution was 
made necessary by the recent ar- 
rest of a “minyan” in Maehrisch- 
Ostrau as an “illegal” assembly. 
The cellar services proceed amid 
constant alarms, the frightened 
congregations saying hushed pray- 
ers and departing stealthily. De- 
spite the danger of arrest, these 
congregations do not lack worship- 
pers. On the contrary, a strong re- 
ligious revival is noticeable among 
the younger generation of Jews as 
a result of the Nazi terrorization. 

Following a threat of bombing, 
the famous Altneu Synagogue in 
Prague has been closed. Jewish in- 
habitants of the district have or- 
ganized night watches to give the 
alarm in view of the danger of fire 
spreading if the synagogue is put 
to the torch, as scores of syna- 
gogues have been throughout the 
“protectorate” in recent weeks. 


Fires Planned 


Information received from Maeh- 
risch-Ostrau reveals that the recent 
synagogue burning there was care- 
fully arranged in advance. A few 
days before the fire the beadle re- 
ceived an anonymous letter warn- 
ing him to vacate his flat because 
the synagogue was to be set ablaze. 
When the beadle brought the letter 
to the local police he was advised 
not to ignore its warning. A dele- 
gation of leading Jewish citizens 
then appealed to the mayor asking 
him to protect the synagogue.

The mayor, declaring that “these 
people mean business,” refused to 
take any action. Any policemen 
trying to prevent destruction of 
the synagogue, he said, would be 
killed or hurled into the flames. 
Unable to secure protection for the 
edifice, the Jews removed the 
Scrolls of the Law and other sacred 
objects from their synagogue. 
Crowds came to enter it for the last 
time and moving scenes were wit- 
nessed when elderly worshippers 
had to be removed forcibly. 


The following night incendiaries 


applied the torch and the syna- 
gogue was completely gutted. 


Czechs Aroused 

The Czech population, mean- 
while, is reported highly alarmed 
by Protector Konstantin von Neu- 
rath’s decree for “Aryanization” of 
Jewish property in view of the pos- 
sibility that the process will be ap- 
plied to Czech businesses since the 
decree applies to all enterprises 
having Jewish directors. The ex- 
ecutive committee of the National 
Assembiy, which enjoys rights of 
a quasi Parliament, held a special 
meeting to consider the decree. 

It was decided to send a delega- 
tion to Czech Premier General 
Elias to seek assurances that the 
decree would not apply to Czech 
firms.

BUCHAREST.—Forty Czech and 
Polish refugees, desperate at being 
left behind when the Panama 
steamer Rim sailed for Palestine 
with 450 other Jewish nefugees, 
threw themselves into the Black 
Sea as the vessel weighed anchor 
and steamed out of port. 


All the would-be suicides were 
rescued by police and civilians. Sev- 
eral were removed to a hospital. 
The group was among 140 refugees 
from Czechoslovakia and Poland 
who could not be accommodated 
aboard the Rim. Passengers on the 
vessel included 142 who had served 
terms in the Nazi concentration

relations departments. 

With Dr..Goldman’s re-election.a 
forgone conclusion, Dr. Rabbi Wise 
already started the ball rolling for 
a third term for the Chicago rabbi 
in 1940, despite the Z. O. A.’s two- 
term maximum rule.

"NEW YORK, N. Y.—For “the 
many thousands of visitors who 
will be in New York this summer, 
the Museum of Jewish Ceremonial 
Objects has arranged a special ex- 
hibition of items from all parts of 
the world in its rooms at the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary of Amer- 
ica, at Broadway and 122nd street. 
The exhibition will last from June 
through September. 

The wedding rings of European 
Jewish communities and illuminat- 
ed marriage contracts (Ketubahs) 
comprise the first section of the 
exhibition . The wedding rings, 
from the collection of Sholem Asch, 
are of massive and intricate design. 
The same ring was used by all the 
brides in one community, rich and 
poor alike. Some of these commu- 
nal rings are three inches high, 
_ some gold, some silver, some with 
‘enamel decorations, some of fili- 
ore. BH 

A Jewish groom always presents 
his bride with a marriage contract, 
making provision for her in -the 
event of his death or departure. 
The contract is often illuminated 
by the local scribe, and the mu- 
seum is exhibiting its most artistic 
examples of illuminated. Ketubahs 
—from Tudela, Spain, 1433; Pat- 
ras, Greece, 1566; Alkima, Yemen, 
17th century; Modena, Italy, 1756; 
Cairo, Egypt, 1759; Bordeaux, 
France, 1776; Lisbon, Portugual, 
1830; Algiers, North Africa, 1836; 
Tunis, North Africa, 1858, and Af- 
ghanistan, 1867. 

Medical Works Exhibited 

The next section of the special 
exhibition is a selection from the 
rich collection in the library of the 





Seminary of rare and significant 
medical works. The greatest of 
mediaeval Arabic medicine, “The 
Canon of Avicenna,” is shown in a 
Spanish manuscript of a Hebrew 
translation by Nathan of Cento, 
copied in 1464. Maimonides’ “Treat- 
ise on Hygiene,” written for the 
king of Egypt, Al Malik al Afdhal, 
the son of Saladin, is exhibited in 
the sixteenth century manuscript 
in Arabic with Hebrew characters. 
Here, also, is the “Treasure of the 
Poor,” by Petrus Hispanus, who 
was later Pope John XXI, in a 
Hebrew translation.

LONDON—Prague advice said a 
synagogue was burned to the 
ground in Maerisch-Ostrau. The 
blaze, set by Nazi storm troopers 
who soaked the interior with gaso- 
l'ne, lasted from one to nine a. m. 
Fire brigades stood by under in- 
structions from the German au- 
thorities to confine their efforts to 
preventing spread of the blaze. 

Another synagogue was 
stroyed by fire in Bohemia-Mor- 
avia, with a fire brigade looking 
on. The blaze, officially attributed 
to an “unknown” source, occurred 
at Hrusschau on the Polish bor- 
der, near Maehrisch-Ostrau. In- 
cendiary destruction of synagogues 
in the German protectorate has 
become an almost daily occurrence, 
according to reliable private ad- 
vices from Prague. 





Death Takes Retired 
Chief Rabbi of France

PARIS—Prof. Israel Levi, re- 
tired Chief Rabbi of France, died 
after a long illness. He was 83 
years old. Prof. Levi, who resigned 
his post last March after an occu- 
pancy of twenty years, was born in 
Paris in 1856. In 1882 he joined the 
faculty of the Paris Rabbinical As- 
sembly and four years later he was 
appointed professor of talmudic lit- 
erature. He was the editor-in-chief 
of the Review of Jewish Studies 
and a member of the governing 
body of the Institute of Jewish 
Studies of the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem.

The Editor’s Chair: 

I have been sneered at by ex- 
perts. So it was no unusual expe- 
rience this week when a represent- 
ative of the Newspaper Guild 
sneered at me for not seeing eye 
to eye with him on the strike of the 
Chicago Evening American and the 
Chicago Herald Examiner em- 
ployes against the two Hearst- 
owned papers. 


The Guild man came to show me 
the broadside published by the 
strikers which proved rather con- 
vincingly that Mr. Hearst’s papers 
were guilty of an Anti-Semitic in- 
cident. I told him I had received 
a copy of the broadside in the mail, 
and -because I felt that there was 
no local angle to the incident, had 
not seen fit to publish it. That 
brought out the sneer. Nor did the 
sneer disappear when I suggested 
that he write a letter telling all 
about the situation for publication 
in this paper. 


Nor did the sneer disappear 
when I told him that the local 
Newspaper Guild had been formed 
in my office. I didn’t go on to tell 
him that one of the most faithful 
pavement pounders in the success- 
ful Brooklyn Daily Eagle Guild 
strike was a personal friend of 
mine. 


My sneerer showed me a letter 
which he had received from a local 
rabbi in which the rabbi vouch- 
safed the information that he knew 
I would be glad to give the inci- 
dent proper publicity, and also see 
that the matter would be taken up 
by the leaders of the Jewish Com- 
munity. Why the rabbi, himself a 
community leader, did not offer to 
present the situation to the city’s 
leaders was not explained. 


Seriously, I think that Hearst has 
always beenFascistic. And that 
has always been Fascistic. And that 
carries along with it the charge of 
incipient anti-Semitism. For funda- 
mentally no one can be pro-Jewish 
and pro-Fascist at the same time. 
It-is like trying to reconcile ice 
cream and a hot boiler. They just 
don’t mtx. In the Hearst publica- 
tion for his employes of the two 
above named newspapers was car- 
ried a short poem, from the pen of 
Friar Tuck, well-known poet, which 
was clearly anti-Semitic, but defi- 
nitely not momentous enough to 
Warrant any great display of

Community Councils To Blame 


HY IT WILL remain for a historian to point 

out the great mistake of 1939 and the appal- 
ling disunity in American Jewry in the time of 
its greatest crisis, rests in the cowardice of the 
leaders of the Community Councils of American 
Jewish cities today. 

When Edgar Kaufmann, of Pittsburgh, wanted 
power behind his demand to the big national or- 
ganizations to unite, he wired the twenty-odd 
community councils and asked if they would sup- 
port him in his ultimatum. With the exception of 
one or two, the Community Councils responded to 
the stirring appeal of the then clear-headed Mr. 
Kaufmann. It was this demand, implemented 
by the Community Councils, which prevailed upon 
the American Jewish Congress to withhold its 


national referendum election and the American 
Jewish Committee, the B’nai B’rith and the 


Jewish Labor Committee to meet in common 
council. 


Having met, the Big Four could reach no agree- 
ment. Immediately Mr. Kaufmann wired the 
Community Councils, and when the Big Four be- 
gan to hear from Detroit, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
etc., without further ado, they signed a prelimi- 


nary provision for unity. 


Is it not clear then, where the real power for 
unity lies? If the community councils were blessed 
with even a modicum of courage, could they not 
just as summarily as before bring about unity, 
and this time a unity implemented with real pow- 
er to enforce its decisions. 


Western Jewry Vindicated 


WHEN THE ZIONIST Organization of America 

in convention last week re-elected Rabbi Solo- 
mon Goldman president for a second term, it 
vindicated the contention of Jews away from 
the Atlantic seaboard that real leadership in 
American Jewry must come from the West and 
Middlewest. 

Weighed down by a bureaucratic national office, 
the Z. O. A. membership totalled a few years ago 
less than 17,000. Membership today, with only 
a year of generalship by a mid-westerner, Rabbi 
Goldman, is past the 50,000 mark. But this is 
only the beginning. Gaining strength by reason 


of fine support, Rabbi Goldman essayed to clean 
out the Augean stables of the New York office. 
Without any sizeable objection, the recent con- 
vention voted to re-organize completely the Z. 
O. A. national offices. 


Thus a Westerner brings new life and strength 
to the Z. O. A. At last, the real stronghold of 
Zionism gains true recognition and representation. 
The great portion of Zionist membership is in 
the West and Middle West, and now that ruling 
majority has forged to the front and taken over, 
as it should have done long ago, the reigns of 
leadership from the New York heirarchy.

Polish Jews Responsible For “Much of Accom- 
plishment of World Jewry, M. Maldwin Fertig 
Tells Convention of Polish Jews of America.—It 
is the Polish Jew who has furnished much of the 
stuff and substance of the pioneering that has 
gone into the remarkable saga of modern times 
in the rebuilding of Palestine; for it must be re- 
membered that 52 per cent of the pioneers of 
modern Eretz Israel have come from Poland. 


This is all the more impressive because the 
Jews of Poland are, in a material and financial 
sense, the poorest single group of people to be 
found abroad. 


Polish Jews have made a rich contribution to 
the heritage of America as well as to European 
lands in which they have settled. They have re- 
plenished waning spiritual resources of Jewish 
life and buttressed the spirit of resistance to de- 
structive influence. They have contributed to the 
culture of America, to its industries, arts and 
sciences, and have made their contribution to the 
symposium of peoples which is America.

Rabbi Solomon Goldman Tells Z. O. A. Conven- 
tion He Will Go To Palestine For Wisdom.—I 
hesitate to advise the Yishub to refuse to pay 
taxes or not to co-operate with the British or to 
stand on the hills with guns ready to face the 
enemy, Dr. Goldman said, because I never 
preach for others that which I am not in a posi- 
tion to practice myself. I’ll not tell men they 
should shoulder guns until I am ready to stand 
by their side and face the bullets of the enemy. 
To adopt resolutions in the safety of New York, 
South Africa or even Geneva without studying in 
detail, step by step, in the Yishub what the im- 
plications are for the life and security of the 
men who live there is recklessness, not leadership. 


I want; to understand not the mind of Weiz- 
mann, much as I respect it, not the mind of Ben 
Gurion or of the man from Johannesburg or War- 
saw. I want first to form an understanding of the 
heart and mind of the people on the soil, the men 
and women in the Yishub. What is in their mind? 
What do they want? Can they carry the burden 
of havlagah? Can they go into a death struggle 
with the British Empire? Is there the heroic mold 
and is it rooted in reality? All this I will know 
only when I see them face to face. . . . I don’t 


know what problems have been created by the 
extra-legal immigration, Aliyah Beth, what pro- 
visions have been made for the illegal immigrants, 


how they have become integrated in the Yishub. 


All this knowledge is essential before we go to 
the Congress. 


I think I can assure Wise and Lipsky that I am 
not going to be a “yes” man for anyone. I am 
going first to that country of which the rabbi said, 
“It maketh wise.” I shall gather wisdom from 
Eretz Israel and bring it to Geneva and seek the 
way before our people in this critical moment.

Teachers In Hebrew Schools Treated With Con- 
tempt, Rabbi Samuel H. Blumenfield says, in The 
Parent-Teachers’ Voice.—It took the first pinch of 
the depression for the Jewish teacher to discover 
that he is engaged in a field which enjoys neither 
the recognition of a useful trade nor the dignity 
of an honorable profession. He does not receive 
the support and protection of Jewish institutions, 
nor is he encouraged in his efforts to organize 
his fellow teachers; for, as the argument runs, 
Jewish education is a “voluntary” enterprise, 
and, therefore, the Jewish teacher must resign 
himself to the “good will” of individual parents, 
synagogue presidents and charity directors. It is 
this realization of not being “needed” or “wanted” 
that is at the core of the gloom and the depres- 
sion, both physical and spiritual, that prevail 
today in Jewish education in America. 


The rebbi or melamed of old may have suf- 
fered even greater deprivations than does the 
Hebrew teacher in America; however, his eco- 
nomic position did not differ from that of those 
about him, the majority of whom shared in the 
squalor and poverty of eastern European Jewry. 
While deprived of the comforts and emoluments 
of a worldly life, the rebbi of old at least had 
the satisfaction that his Community recognized 
his “sacred” calling and assured him a position 
of honor and esteem not unlike that of the 
“Rabbi” and other members of the Jewish spirit- 
ual aristocracy. 


In the case of the Hebrew teacher in America, 
he is denied a salary commensurate with Ameri- 
can standards of living and, in addition, is treated 
with disregard and at times with contempt, just 
because he does not enjoy a position of power 
and influence.
